A follow-up interview was also held today 12/18/2008, both parties are in 
agreement to amend Claim 12, to better define "by a function of the raw score of the other alliance" so that the claim 
language and the language found in the specification correspond. Therefore, claim 12 has been amended to recite 
"by adding to the raw score of the winning alliance, twice the raw score of the other alliance " .
